Important Similarities 


"Perhaps 15 to 20 per cent of 


people don't really need marriage.

same basic values in life, and 
share the same philosophic goals, 
besides being* physically attracted. 


"Women are more concerned

This poses a very difficult 
problem for the very superior 
woman. Such men are hard to 
find.
